WHEREAS  by  section  50  of 
the  “  Water  Act  ”  it  is  provided 
that  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  may  incorporate  a  tract 
of  land  and  the  owners  thereof  into  an  improve¬ 
ment  district: 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant  to  the  said 
Act,  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  tract  of  land 
hereinafter  described  and  the  owners  thereof  be 
incorporated  into  an  improvement  district  under 
the  said  Act,  and  has  made  further  provision  to  the 
tenor  and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1 .  The  tract  of  land  in  the  Say  ward  Land  District 
and  the  Victoria  Land  Registration  District  com¬ 
prising  District  Lots  53,  54,  68,  and  132;  Lots  10 
to  23,  inclusive,  Registered  Plan  6004  of  District 
Lot  67;  the  lands  shown  on  Registered  Plans  7529, 
103  1r,  and  7581  of  District  Lot  67,  and  all  sub¬ 
divisions  thereof,  and  the  owners-  of  land  in  the  said 
tract,  are  incorporated  into  an  improvement  district 
under  the  “  Water  Act  ”  and  subject,  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  thereof  and  to  the  conditions  hereinafter 
contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  North  Campbell  River  Waterworks  Dis¬ 
trict.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and  operation 
of  works  for  waterworks  purpose  and  all  matters 
incidental  thereto. 

4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first 
election  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who 
are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are 
entitled  to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the  “  Pro¬ 
vincial  Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land  in 
the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described,  and  the 
persons  qualified  to  be  candidates  at  the  said  elec¬ 
tion  shall  be  the  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid  to 
vote  and  their  wives  and  husbands. 

6.  Mrs.  Walter  J.  Perkins,  R.R.  2,  Campbell 
River,  B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first 
election  of  Trustees.  She  shall  call  a  general 
meeting  of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  afore¬ 
said  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  at  three  conspicuous 
places  within  the  area  hereinbefore  described  a 
notice  signed  by  her  giving  the  date,  time,  and  place 
of  holding  the  said  meeting.  The  Returning  Officer 
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shall  be  chairman  of  the  said  meeting,  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  clause  5,  she  shall  have  power 
to  determine  whether  or  not  any  person  who  desires 
to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.  She  shall  have  power 
to  determine  the  procedure  to  be  followed  at  the 
said  meeting  and  the  method  of  taking  the  votes. 
Each  qualified  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one 
vote  for  each  of  three  candidates.  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  election  and 
shall  notify  the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  of  the 
said  result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at  the  general 
meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6  hereof  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1956,  the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the  second 
greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1955,  and  the 
candidate  elected  for  whom  the  third  greatest 
number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office  until  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  1954,  but  should  there  be 
nominated  no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more 
candidates  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then 
the  Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall 
declare  which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and 
which  shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second, 
and  the  third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings 
respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  im¬ 
provement  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be  held 
between  January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each  year  for 
the  following  purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
conditions  of  the  works  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  improvement 
district: 

(b)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the 
improvement  district: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees  for 
the  ensuing  year: 

(cl)  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one  whose 
term  of  office  expires  coincident  with  the 
holding  of  such  annual  general  meeting,  and 
to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or  have 
occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to  occur  among 
the  Trustees: 

(e)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discuss¬ 
ing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up 
at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in  two 
conspicuous  places  within  the  area  of  the  district 
and  at  the  building  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The. secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  person  shall 
be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian  citizen  and 
is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and  is  an  owner  of 
land  in  the  improvement  district,  or  the  authorized 
agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that  is  an  owner 
or  such  land,  or  legal  representative  of  any  owner 
of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  insolvent,  or 
insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  voter 
under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act.”  Every 
person  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  the  wife 
or  husband  of  any  such  person  shall  be  qualified  to 
be  a  candidate  for  Trustee  of  the  improvement 
district.  In  the  event  of  the  right  of  any  person  to 
vole  at  any  general  meeting  being  challenged,  the 
chairman  shall  have  authority  to  determine  whether 
or  not  such  person  is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the 
chairman  may  require  such  person  to  make  and  file 
with  him  a  statutory  declaration  showing  that  the 
declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  at  such 
general  meeting.  Forthwith  after  the  holding  of 
a  general  meeting  the  I  rustccs  shall  file  with  the 
Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  a  true  copy  of 


the  minutes  of  such  meeting  and  copies  of  all 
auditor’s  reports  and  financial  statements  presented 
or  discussed  at  the  meeting. 

9.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  meaning 
in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall,  where  used 
herein,  be  ascribed  the  meaning  given  them  in  the 
said  section,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires.

To  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil: 

THE  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  report  that 
it  is  deemed  advisable  to  revoke  and  cancel  Order 
in  Council  No.  802,  approved  on  the  7th  day  of 
April,  1953,  and  to  recommend  that  an  Order  be 
made  as  set  out  hereafter: 

And  that,  under  the  “  Strathcona  Park  Act,” 
being  chapter  49  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  1911,  and  amendments  thereto,  a  report  and 
recommendation  of  British  Columbia  Power  Com¬ 
mission  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  “Commis¬ 
sion  ”)  dated  the  1st  day  of  April,  1953,  has  been 
received  recommending  that  it  be  authorized  to 
raise  the  water-level  of  and  to  use  for  storage  pur¬ 
poses  that  part  of  Buttle  Lake  lying  within  the 
limits  of  Strathcona  Park: 

And  that  the  Commission  is  a  licensee,  under  the 
“  Water  Act,”  on  Campbell  River,  its  licences  being 
appurtenant  to  its  undertaking  known  as  “  John 
Hart  Development  ”: 

And  that  the  Commission  is  the  holder  of  Con¬ 
ditional  Water  Licence  No.  20714,  issued  the  4th 
day  of  June,  1952  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
“storage  licence”),  authorizing  it  to  store  water 
in  Buttle  Lake  and  to  construct,  maintain,  and 
operate  the  works  necessary  for  the  proper  storage 
and  use  of  such  water,  and  containing  certain  con¬ 
ditions  with  which  the  Commission  is  required  to 
comply: 

And  that  a  Special  Committee  was  appointed  by 
the  Legislature  on  the  9th  day  of  February,  1953, 
to  inquire  into  the  validity  of  the  proposals  of  the 
Commission  with  respect  to  the  storing  of  water  in 
Buttle  Lake  for  power  purposes  and  the  objections 
thereto,  and  to  recommend  to  the  1  egislature  with 
all  convenient  speed  whether  or  not,  in  the  public 
interest,  the  Commission  should  be  permitted  to 
exercise  ifs  rights  under  the  storage  licence: 

And  that  it  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  carrying- 
out  of  flic  said  undertaking  that  such  authority 
recommended  by  the  Commission  be  granted: 
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And  that  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  grant  such 
authority: 

And  to  recommend  that,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Strathcona  Park  Act,”  upon  the 
recommendations  contained  in  the  said  reports,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  said  undertaking 
and  improving  the  availability  and  supply  of  elec¬ 
trical  power  on  Vancouver  Island,  the  Commission 
be  authorized: — 

1.  To  exercise  its  rights  under  the  storage  licence 
subject  to  the  following  additional  provisions  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  said  Special  Committee,  which  pro¬ 
visions  shall  be  deemed  included  in  the  conditions 
of  the  storage  licence: — 

(a)  The  B.C.  Power  Commission  will  be  respon¬ 
sible  for  disposing  of  blow-downs  of  timber 
along  the  edges  of  the  cleared  area  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  following  the  clearing  as 
directed  by  the  Minister  of  Lands  and 
Forests. 

( b )  The  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  will  con¬ 
sult  with  the  Minister,  and  vice  versa,  in  all 
matters  affecting  each  other’s  interests. 

(c)  The  Minister  will,  within  five  years  of  com¬ 
pletion  of  construction  of  the  dam,  designate 
camp-sites  that  the  Power  Commission  will 
improve  at  their  own  expense,  as  provided 
in  the  licence  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Minister  and  the  Comptroller  of  Water 
Rights. 

(d)  The  Power  Commission  will  be  responsible 
for  clearing  all  drift  logs  and  other  floating 
debris  from  the  lake  at  least  once  a  year  by 
June  30th  in  each  year  until  all  accumula¬ 
tions  are  disposed  of  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  and  the 
Minister. 

( e )  The  access  road  to  be  built  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion  or  its  contractors  must  be  adequate  to 
handle  the  logging-trucks  which  will  be  used 
to  remove  the  merchantable  timber  from  the 
lake  and  the  margin  along  Buttle  Lake  with¬ 
in  the  limits  of  Strathcona  Park  below  the 
elevation  of  755  feet  as  so  measured.  At 
completion  of  construction  and  logging,  the 
ownership  of  the  road  shall  revert  to  the 
Crown. 

(/)  The  access  road,  bridges,  and  culverts  must 
be  of  an  adequate  and  permanent  character 
and  built  to  Public  Works  Department 
standards. 

(g)  There  must  be  provided  at  the  lake  end  of 
the  road  a  public  parking-space  of  a  size 
and  improved  satisfactory  to  the  Minister. 

{h)  There  must  be  provided  by  the  Commission 
a  boat-landing  space  above  the  dam  which 
must  be  adequate  for  launching  and  pulling 
out  small  boats  safely.  It  must  be  kept 
clear  of  logs  and  driftwood  at  all  times  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Comptroller  and  the 
Minister. 

(/)  The  cleared  area  surrounding  the  dam  after 
construction  and  logging  are  completed  shall 
be  prepared  for  landscaping  and  shall  be 
landscaped  and  planted  by  the  Commission 
at  their  own  expense  as  directed  by  the 
Minister. 

O')  The  area  of  construction  around  and  at  the 
dam-site  shall  be  left  in  a  clean  and  neat 
condition  after  construction  and  logging  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  and  the 
Comptroller.  All  rubbish,  debris,  abandoned 
buildings,  machinery,  and  scrap  shall  be  re¬ 
moved  from  the  site  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Minister. 

( k )  That  clause  1  of  the  Conditions  of  Licence 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows: — 

“  Remove  all  standing  trees  and  shrubs 
from  around  Buttle  Lake  below  elevation 
755  feet  (i.e.,  extreme  high-water  level)  and 
grub  or  cut  off  stumps  as  close  to  the  ground 
as  possible  in  such  areas  and  between  such 
elevations  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Comp¬ 
troller  and  in  accordance  with  recognized 
standards  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Minister.” 

(/)  That  clause  1 1  of  the  Conditions  of  Licence 
be  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  words 


“  after  consultation  with  competent  consult¬ 
ing  engineers.” 

And  that  the  Commission  be  further  authorized, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  “  Strath¬ 
cona  Park  Act  — 

2.  To  raise  the  water-level  and  to  use  for  storage 
purposes  that  portion  of  Buttle  Lake  lying  within 
Strathcona  Park  to  the  extent  authorized  by  the 
Storage  Licence. 

3.  To  flood  land  abutting  on  that  portion  of 
Buttle  Lake  lying  within  .Strathcona  Park  up  to 
elevation  750  feet  (as  measured  from  the  datum 
used  by  the  Water  Rights  Branch  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Lands  in  connection  with  Coast  Project 
No.  143  as  given  in  the  report  of  F.W.  Knewstubb). 

4.  Subject  to  first  obtaining  from  the  Minister  of 
Lands  and  Forests  a  permit  containing  such  condi¬ 
tions  as  the  said  Minister  deems  advisable  to  cut 
and  remove  or  cause  to  be  cut  and  removed  any  or 
all  of  the  timber  along  the  margin  of  Buttle  Lake 
within  the  limits  of  Strathcona  Park  below  the 
elevation  of  755  feet  as  so  measured,  and  to  clear 
or  cause  to  be  cleared  the  said  lands  as  required  by 
the  storage  licence  and  the  said  provisions. 

5.  All  merchantable  timber  along  the  margin  of 
Buttle  Lake  within  the  limits  of  Strathcona  Park 
below  the  elevation  of  755  feet,  as  so  measured, 
shall  be  sold  by  public  auction  as  provided  in  the 
“  Forest  Act  ”  and  regulations,  and  the  stumpage 
and  royalty  payable  thereon  shall  be  credited  to  the 
Power  Commission,  except  any  excess  of  these 
receipts  over  and  above  the  cost  of  clearing,  which 
sum  shall  be  paid  to  the  Crown. 

6.  To  do  all  such  things  as  are  necessary  or  ad¬ 
visable  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  and  for  the  lawful 
exercise  of  the  Commission’s  rights  as  licensee 
under  the  licences  aforesaid. 

And  that  the  conditions  of  the  storage  licence, 
and  the  said  provisions,  be  adopted  as  conditions 
upon  which  such  authority  be  granted: 

And  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
deemed  to  prohibit  the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights 
from  amending  the  storage  licence,  and  the  condi¬ 
tions  thereof  (other  than  the  conditions  imposed 
under  paragraph  1  hereof)  pursuant  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  and  specifically  from 
amending  the  storage  licence  as  follows: — - 

(1)  Clause  g:  That  the  works  authorized  to  be 
constructed  which  now  reads  “  concrete  dam 
approximately  50  feet  high  and  410  feet 
long  ”  to  read  “  concrete  or  other  type  of 
storage  dam  as  approved  by  the  Comptroller 
at  or  near  the  outlet  of  Buttle  Lake.” 

(2)  Clause  1  of  the  Conditions:  By  deleting  the

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.
